Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of bonding a fluorocarbon film to the 
top and sides of a fiber cement substrate at the same time using an adhesive wherein 
the adhesive includes a reactive isocyanate and a catalyst which catalyzes a reaction 
between the isocyanate and hydroxyl groups in the fiber cement. Regarding claim 14, 
the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of bonding a 
fluorocarbon film to the top and sides of a substrate using an adhesive at the same time 
wherein the adhesive is a hot melt polyurethane adhesive. While Stevens(U.S. Patent 
3,1 1 1 ,450) discloses using an isocyanate compound in a laminate containing a 
fluorocarbon film, this is not the adhesive mixture that would be applied to a substrate. 
Rather it is a primer layer that is applied to the fluorocarbon film and then an adhesive 
layer is applied to it. Therefore, the isocyanate layer would not be "formed on" the 
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surface of the substrate. While Rauch(U.S. Patent 3,492,194) discloses applying a 
fluorocarbon film to a substrate having a texture, there is no suggestion that the film is 
applied to a second surface of the substrate which is perpendicular to the first or that 
the film is applied to all sides simultaneously. While Tedlar(NPL document) discloses 
bonding a fluorocarbon film to a substrate using a polyurethane adhesive, it does not 
suggest using such to bond it to a fiber cement board. It is noted that Peng is by the 
same applicant's and therefore is not art under 102(a).
